A dozen 
ethers run from' the German side, 
shooting. They seize .the car, drive it 
into Gcrmanq. Two of its occupants lie 
limp

able victory in the spy-war for quant- 
ity over quality—for the Nazi Ges- 
t£po over the British Intelligence Ser- 
v^cc, two of'whbso operatives had been 
kidnaped, to Berlin.'The pes'tapo re-

vice.

Seldom caught are the relatively few 


British aces, all of whom are able, 
educated linguists, experienced in dip- 
lomatic, consular or military service. 
These best paid of all secret agents 
are not over-scrupulous, 
but with 


little use of women spies, they get 
big results. 


Especially in Holland. From this neu- 


tral crossroad, the British, with some 
American co-operation, helped pre- 
pare the German revolution of 1918. 
Their recent attempt to repeat has 
failed, but they will not give up. 


"Shooting Stars" Frighten Dutch 
In such a listening post as Holland, 


spying always goes on. The 
Ger- 


mans are forever talking about the 
weather comes largely from France 
and Britain, over Holland, There is 
the place whence to signal Germany 
whether it's a good night for an au- 
ra id. 


So, the Dutch are fearful of shoot- 


ing stars that don't shoot, but float, 
through the night sky. They are bal- 
loons, 
coated 
with phosphorescent 


colors. Rather pretty. 


But above them drumming motors 


are heard dark wings seen. -Whose? 
On a back road near Tillburg, guards 
saw such balloons being released from 
an automobile bearing Germans. They 
escaped, although the Dutch fired. For 
information about Dutch shipping to 
Britain, the Nazis have had.four gov- 
ernment officials on their payroll, and 
a wireless outfit was discovered late- 
ly. 


But Holland's big scare came when 


a man, driving an American sedan, 
bought four Dutch army officers' uni- 
lorms from a fat tailor and did not 
argue over the price. 


"What kind of n Dutchman is that? 


pondered 
the tailor. 'And — four 


officers' uniforms?" 


Not four, but 24 he had collected 


when he was arrested and found to be 
an active Nazi. The Gestapo do things 
on a big scale. Wearing these uni- 
forms, their spies could outwit and 
overpower Dutch guards, cither on 
the frontiers or at flood-control sta- 
tions of he water defense system. 


Germans "Send Dozens" 


The Dutch are scared. On one Feb- 


ruary day they caught six spies. They 
have screwed anti-spy laws so tight 
that if you hum or whistle over the 
telephone, you arc cut off. No secret 
codes! 


In Switzerland, border restaurants, 


inns or hotels run by foreigners arc 
forbidden. Many of such places turned 
out. to be hangouts for Switzerland's 
foreign spies, who are as numerous as 
Holland's. A retired Swiss army oficer 
of high peacetime rank, Colonel Fon- 
jallaz, was recently arrested for giv- 
ing information on French war plans 
to a German. 


All the spies arc not Germans. Hol- 


land has caught two telling the allies 
about German warship movements. 
But there arc nibre Germans, for that 
is the way the Gestapo works. 


One of their leading agents explain- 


ed to spies who were caught in this 
country, "1 send you! I send another 
man! 
I send a dozen! Someone must 


get through!"

"When should I turn under my win- 


tre legumes?" 


This is a question that is often asked, 


suys Oliver L. Adams, county agent, 
und tlio answer is: When the green 
material weighs 15 pounds per 100 
square, feet of average growth. 


According to Charles F. Simmons, 


Extension agronomist of the'University 
of Arkansas College of Agriculture, 
an acre of winter legumes that weighs 
15 pounds of green material per 100 
square feel of average growth will re- 
turn CO pounds of nitrogen (which is 
the amount of nitrogen in 375 pounds 
of nitrate of sodn) is about all the 
nitrogen an acre of cotton or corn 
can use. 


In view of these facts, Mr. Simmons 


surd that turning the winter legume 
before it readies 15 pounds per 100 
f.quure feet of average growth is 
making inefficient use of the legume. 
Waiting for extra lurgu growth gives 
more ntrogen htan is needed, delays 
planting the crop following the legume 
legume, mid makes turning impossible 
except with lieuvy equipment. 


The crop following the winter le- 


gume, Mr. Simmons said, should not 
be planted until (lie legume has been 
allowed to decay—about 2 weeks af- 
ter it has been turned under.
